There is no question what this 
says. The agencies are for the 
purpose to dope the workers with 
hot air so they will starve off 
quietly. 

To prove this we need only go 
further into their own leaflet. 

Of the thirty-eight Agencies, gett- 
ing a. total of $787,296, only one 
can be said to be a direct relief 
agency, the Public Welfare Bureau. 
This Agency gets but $54,986, or 
7c out of each dollar. 

But this outfit is for direct relief 
only in the way the bosses look at 
it. This means salaries and: graft. 
As they put it, “personal service in 
distribution of food, fuel and eloth- 
ing.” An army of “visitors,” social 
experts, secretaries and sub-sec- 
retaries, etc., must get paid out of 
the 7c before the unemployed are 
entitled to their erumbs.

THE “SOCIALIST” PARTY PRESS IS 
~ STRANGELY SILENT 


The “socialist” party and National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People press is strangely si- 
lent on the Scottsboro decision. After all the miles of 
newspaper space devoted to undermining’ the Communist 
campaign to stop the Scottsboro murders by “proving 
that we “were hanging the boys by our tactics” it seems 
that they owe their readers an apology or at least an ex- 
planation. But they give neither. It’s a measure ot their 
character. It goes without saying that the decision ol 
the Supreme Court ordering a new trial is a great victory 
for the workers and farmers, no matter what their color 
may be. 

All the wiseacres who opposed the Communist tactics 
of relying on mass militancy rather than legal trickery 
to win our cases ought to pause a moment over these sig- 
nificant facts. 

In the last seventeen years there have been six big 
cases of class victimization which are outstanding. These 
are: (1) the Mooney-Billings case, (2) the Sacco_Vanzetti 
case, (3) the Centralia case, (4) the Michigan raids case, 
(5) the Gastonia case and (6) the Scottsboro case. The 
Michigan case was fought along militant lines and altho 
the prosecution is still pending it is significant that after 
eleven years not one of the defendants has gone to prison. 
The Scottsboro decision was fought along militant lines 
and altho we are not yet out of the woods, at least we 
have won a new trial and temporarily stayed the at- 
tempted execution. The outcome of the Gastonia case 
was made uncertain by the non-surrender of the defen- 
dants. But the Mooney-Billings case which until the 
end of 1930 was fought along strictly legal and string. 
pulling lines finds both victims still in prison altho the 
frame-up has long ago blown up. And only in the’ past 
two years has the movement to free Mooney become aj 
real mass movement and now with increased struggle there 


their freedom. The Sacco-Vanzetti case also was handled 
along strictly legal lines, the defense committee under 
“socialist’” party and anarchist influence even made 
sharp attacks on the Communists for developing ‘‘trou- 
ble,” which meant arousing the masses. The tragic mur- 
der of these two working class cartyrs was made easier by 
those tactics. The Centralia case also was fought along 
strictly legal lines. The boys are still in jail. 

The reduction of the sentences in other cases such as 


‘the Foster-Minor-Amter case in New York, the Imperial 


Valley case in California, the collapse of the Long Beach 
prosecution, etc., were all due to the mass pressure 
against the prosecution, aroused by the Il. L. D. and C, P., 
limited tho that was. The opportunists always give long 
winded and complicated legal explanations for these out- 
comes after the fact. But these same elements also made 
predictions before the fact and where they influence the 
course followed in the handling of the cases the outcome 
was 2 disaster for the masses. Not legalities, or court 
room trickery by “‘famous” lawyers who “can pull the 
strings’? but honest straightforward fighting working 
class militancy can save our comrades from the capitaist 
hangmen and dungeons. 

In the Scottsboro case the fight is really only over the 
first hurdle. The biggest fight is now beginning. <A 
careful reading of the Supreme Court decision. reveals 
that they do not in any way declare the boys innocent 
but only that they were not convicted by “due process of 
law.”” Remember that “by due process of law” in bosses’ 
courts thousands have already been victimized and it is 
not impossible that in the new trial the Scottsboro boys 
will be again convicted. But this can be made impossible 
by a new wave of struggle. In the West the conviction 
of our comrades in Denver who fought against jim-crow- 
ing Negroes in swimming pools, the fight now starting in 
San Francisco against the police who announce that they 
“know how to put the Niggers in their place’ and the 
struggle which must be increased against discrimination, 
jim-crow and other terrorism everywhere must be made

International Events and Western Workers 
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Old Arguments Against Socialism; New Examples of It; the Soviet Union Glorifies 
Manual Labor; German Communists Go Forward; U. S. Labor Can Learn 
From Their Experiences and Go Forward Faster 


When we were younger and the 
Russian Revolution had not yet 
taken place a favorite argument | 
against a Socialist society ran like 
this: 

Socialist is beautiful but if 
everyone has the same oppor- 
tunity then everyone will want 
to be a professional and no one 
will want to do the real manual 
work. Why should anyone want 
to work in a factory when they 
could be in a nice clean schooi 
room and teach or in a doc- 
tor’s office where life is easy. 
We always had a hard time with 

this question because it was ab- 
stract. But because of our basic 
faith in Socialism we stuck it out. 

While many other people were 
watching to see how many new 
gadgets were being produced under 
the five-year plan we were im- 
patiently awaiting some informa- 
tion to throw light on this subject. 
Now we have it. It seems that it 
turned out exactly the opposite 
from what our plaguers claimed. 
There is a shortage of labor in the 
Soviet Union generally, but those 
available are anxious to work in 
factories and very few are willing 
to make the sacrifice and become 
teachers or doctors. We quote from 
the Literary Digest, issue of No- 
vember 19: 

The serious shortage of can- 
didates for many 
worries the Soviet Government 
in Russia, 

In Russia proper not counting 
some of the affiliated Repub- 
lics, it is estimated that in the 
current year the hospitals lack 
18,000 doctors, and the schools 
25,000 teachers. 

Also it is reported that there 
are not enough librarians, eco- 
nomists, bookkeepers, and 
trained workers in the co-op- 
erative shops. 

The main factor in this short- 
age, writes the Moscow corre- 
spondent of the London Ob- 
servor, is the unwillingness of 
young people to enter such pro-

The significance of the Commun 
ist victory in the German elections 
November 6 was lost in the meager 
reports of the capitalist 
agencies, 

The total vote fell off by about 
two million people. This alone has 
great significance because despite 
the heat of the campaign it shows 
indifference to the elections, a re- 
flection of loss of faith by consid- 
erable numbers of people in the 
value of the ballot. The increased 
tendency to dictatorial measures 
by the capitalist rulers is without 
doubt responsible for this. But of 
even greater significance is the fact 
that of the major parties, the Com- 
munist alone despite the fall off in 
vote show an increase (which is of 
considerable size) and the capitalist 
parties show a decrease, of consid- 
erable size.

This fourth pamphlet of poems 
sponsored by The Rebel Poet is at 
once a subject of praise and cen- 
sure.

But 
one wonders why the author of so 
many splendid poems had to in- 
clude such lines as “Auntie dear is 
roosting here, may she the 
earthworms cheer.” Such juvenile 
cleverness has no place in a book 
of revolutionary poems, One feels 
it was flung in to fill out the pages. 
However, the booklet (price 25c) 
is worth buying, for the half 
dozen poems included are distinctly 
worth while, This reviewer can- 
not refrain from quoting “The 
Unknown Soldier Speaks.”

“American Jitters,” a collection 
of contributions to the New Repub- 
lic by Edmond Wilson, is valuable 
chiefly as indicating the radicaliza-

Hie describes the American sce- 
he more or less in terms of class 
struggle, which he grasps intuiti- 
vely rather than from the point of 
view of one who has experienced 
it. It is exasperating to hear the 
partly-reformed liberals ery “Lo..

strut in the spotlight, imagining 
that they have eclipsed those lead- 
ers of the class struggle whose life-, 
long efforts have made it possible’ 
for these esthetes to become partly 
uware of the faet that there is a 
class struggle, that capitalism is 
dying—in faet, is beginning to pu- 
trefy, 

Wilson attempts to he so objec- 
iive and upright in his aceount of 
the Scottsboro horror that he falls 
over backward into downright mis- 
statement by implication.

| Victims of the most atrocious frame- 
/ups in history, are possibly guilty
